‘Is Vale Council stuck in 
past with gender 
pay gap?’ asks reader 


1 AGREE with 

Glynis Lloyd (GEM 
letters April 4). 

The Vale Council often does 
not respond well to residents; it 
seems stuck in the past and in old 
ways that no longer work. 

Worryingly, the Vale’s gender 
pay gap is 13.9 per cent in favour 
of men. For every £10 the aver¬ 
age male Vale Council worker 
earns, female workers get £8.61. 

Cardiff Council has a 4.7 per 
cent gap - not good enough, but 
much lower than the Vale and 
lower than average. 

Rebecca Thomas, 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
The Vale Council responded: 
Cllr John Thomas, Leader of 


the Vale Council, said: “These 
figures do not accurately 
represent the council’s current 
position as they are based on 
data that is over a year old. 

“Council jobs are subject 
to job evaluation based on the 
demands and duties of the role 
and the salary paid is the same 
whether a position is filled by 
a man or woman. The council 
has moved from a mean gender 
pay gap of 9.8 per cent in March 
2015 to a current mean figure of 
8 per cent. 

“A comprehensive review of 
the council’s pay structure took 
place during the last financial 
year and it is anticipated the 
median figure for the gender 


pay gap during 2019/20 will be 
significantly lower than 13.9 per 
cent. 

“We recently agreed a pay 
increase for staff across the 
board, with the lowest paid work¬ 
ers in particular benefiting. 

“They now earn a minimum 
of £9.18 per hour, which is 
£1.35 higher than the national 
minimum rate and also exceeds 
the independently-set Foundation 
Living Wage. 

“It should also be noted that 
the gouncil ’s gender pay gap 
data excludes school-based staff. 
This may differ to other authori¬ 
ties and have a significant impact 
on figures. ”

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Cowbridge U3A History 
Group follow in 
Mesolithic footprints 


IN 2014, storms 
revealed a mud 
bank at Port 
Eynon, Gower, 
that showed 
footprints believed 
to date from the 
Bronze Age, and 
Cowbridge U3A 
History Group 
recently welcomed 
Dr Rhiannon Philp 
to talk about them. 

In the UK, there are 
only 12 coastal sites 
that have ancient human 
footprints. Several 
different circumstances 
have to combine to 
preserve the prints, and 
the survival of such 
footprints is always 
under threat by coastal 
erosion. 

Dr Philp’s PhD 
thesis, started in late 
2014, was based on 
researching the Port 
Eynon footprints at 
the infrequent, suitable 
periods of very low 
tides, when there were 
low sand deposits on 
the beach. 

Fieldwork com¬ 
menced in 2015 when 
a party went to Port 
Eynon to search for 
footprints in the peat 


deposits revealed by 
the tide. Rhiannon told 
the audience that it was 
her mother who was 
the first to spot some. 
Eventually, shoeless 
human footprints, both 
adults and children, 
and animal tracks were 
found. 

Because the tide 
imposed constraints on 
recording the footprints 
(there was only a two- 
hour window), plastic 
sheets and positions 
recorded by GPS were 
used for mapping, with 
the footprints being 
traced onto them by 
pen. 

Because of the 
environment, it was not 
possible to take casts 
of the footprints, but 
multiple photographs 
taken at different angles 
allowed for 3D models 
to be made. 

Rhiannon showed 
the group a model of 
a footprint of a child, 
probably aged six to 
eight, in which a deer 
had subsequently made 
a hoof print. 

The presence of red 
deer, roe deer, wild 
boar (or pig), juvenile 
aurochs (wild cattle) 
and possibly dog or

wolf, was indicated 
by the animal spoor 
found in the same layer 
of peat as the human 
impressions. 

Samples of the peat 
deposits on the beach 
were taken and micro¬ 
scopic investigation was 
undertaken of the pollen 
found in the layers. The 
results indicated that the 
footprints were made in 
a freshwater, open envi¬ 
ronment of grasses, not 
far from trees. Charcoal 
indicated nearby wood¬ 
land burning. 

Carbon-14 dating 
gave a date of 5,300- 
4,990BC, which meant 
the footprints pre-dated 
the Bronze Age and 
were actually of the 
Mesolithic period. 
Human remains from 
this era have been found 
in the nearby Foxhole 


Cave. 

The footprints were 
made by a group of 
adults and children, 
walking barefoot in an 
open environment of 
grass and marsh about 
7,000 years ago. The 
presence of animals 
in the vicinity could 
suggest a hunting party 
tracking their prey in a 
landscape now lost to 
the sea. 

The good news was 
that Rhiannon was 
awarded her doctorate 
earlier this year, based 
on the hard work she 
had undertaken on 
Gower’s ‘footprints in 
the waves’.

A local sculptor 
visits Cowbridge 
Probus club 


THE speaker at 
the April meeting 
of the Cowbridge 
Pontfaen Probus 
Club was Roger 
Andrews, who 
talked about his life 
as a sculptor. 

Although he had 
begun his working life as 
an apprentice electrician, 
and then as an engineer, 
he had later discovered 
a natural ability as a 
modeller. This led to a 
new career producing 
models in plaster which 
were then used to make 
sculptures, mainly in the 
medium of bronze. 

These ranged in size 
from small desk top 
statuettes to a nine foot 
high statue of Sir Tasker 
Watkins located outside 
the Principality Stadium. 
His many commissions 
for statues included 
people from the world 
of sport, politics and the 
armed forces. 

He described the 


sometimes complex 
technical procedures 
involved in the pro¬ 
duction of the various 
moulds from his original 
models, and was able to 
describe the emotional 
impact that a realistic 
statue could have on the 
relatives of the subject. 

He helped members 
appreciate the rewards 
of a professional life 
that combined art 
with a knowledge of 
engineering.

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Vale village will be super-connected 
after broadband deal is agreed

A PARTNERSHIP between local 
residents and Openreach is to make 
high-speed fibre broadband available to 
a rural community in the Vale. 

Llancarfan will soon be able to enjoy some of 
the fastest and most reliable broadband speeds in 
Europe as a result of Openreach’s Community 
Fibre Partnership (CFP). 

The scheme is designed to help people in places 
not ineluded in any eurrent roll-out plans to bring 
fibre broadband to their local area, working with 
Openreaeh to co-fund the installation. 

The cost of the Llancarfan CFP will be covered 
by a combination of investment from Openreach 
and the residents themselves who were able to 
get Welsh Government Access Broadband Cymru 
(ABC) vouchers. 

A total of 129 properties will benefit - ranging 
from a local tractor distributor to a leading Welsh 
heart surgeon - which will make it the largest 
full-fibre Community Fibre Partnership of its kind 
in Wales. 

Dr David Smith is a consultant cardiologist 
who lives in Llancarfan and practises at Morriston 
Hospital. Dr Smith says that having ultrafast 
broadband fed directly to his home will be a game 
ehanger for the way he works. 

Dr Smith explains: “As a medical professional, 
ultrafast broadband will facilitate my work 
enormously. 

“Modem medicine is dominated by diagnostic 
imaging be it ultrasound, computerised tomogra¬ 
phy (CT) or magnetic resonance imaging (MRI). 
These eomplex images, which are large digital 
files, are used not only in diagnosis but in planning 
treatment. 

“In my work as a heart speeialist, the arrival of 
ultrafast broadband will allow me to review cases 
and plan individual treatment strategies in my own 
home which I am currently unable to do. This 
pre-procedural review will improve efficiency and 


therefore be of benefit in improving patient care.” 

Thoughts of having to relocate his local tractor 
dealership due to poor connectivity have now been 
put aside by David Evans who mns Llancarfan 
based - DEAL Tractors. 

He said: “With e-eommeree being ‘the norm’ 
it is imperative that a mrally-based business like 
ourselves has access to fast internet connectivity. 

“It is impossible to perform even the most basic 
of tasks such as downloading software upgrades, 
internet banking, marketing and social media and 
there have been times when only one member of 
staff has been able to be active on the internet at 
one time due to the speed. 

“We are simply unable to function properly as 
a business without it and in order to eontinue to 
thrive and grow it is simply an essential business 
tool and most eertainly not a luxury.” 

Welcoming the announcement Martyn Hughes, 
chairman of Llancarfan Community Council, 
said: “The delivery of this project will see the 


entire village connected - including more than 25 
businesses and a large number of people who work 
from home. 

“It will enable an elderly resident to have video 
calls with her family in Australia, allow children 
and students to access edueational material online 
at home, farmers to eonduet their business, mueh 
of which is internet based, and of eourse allow 
access to many other online streaming serviees 
enjoyed by most residential households elsewhere. 

“I would encourage all communities across 
Wales who are struggling to access an acceptable 
or cost effective broadband service to investigate 
the options an Openreach Community Fibre 
Partnership like ours can offer. 

“For us as a Community Council, leveraging the 
‘Access Broadband Cymru’ grant from the Welsh 
Government and engaging with the Openreach 
CFP team became an incredibly straightforward 
and expedient process. The key to the success of 
this has been the strength and support from the 


community.” 

The Secretary of State for Wales and Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns, said: “I want to pay tribute to the 
members of the community who have worked hard 
to aehieve this, including Martyn Hughes. Ultrafast 
broadband plays an essential role in supporting our 
economy by attracting investment and providing 
the platform for local businesses to grow.” 

The deal is expected to see the first properties 
get the ultrafast service in March next year. 
Fibre-to-the-Premise (FTTP) technology will make 
broadband speeds of up to one gigabit per second 
(Gbps) available whieh is enough to stream 200 
HD Netfiix movies simultaneously [2]. 

Onee Openreach has installed the infrastructure, 
residents can place an order for the new faster 
services with a provider of their choice.

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Council backs down on 
dog ban for sports pitches 


A COUNCIL has been 
accused of caving in to 
“arrogant” dog owners 
for dropping measures 
which would have seen 
dogs banned from sports 
pitches. 

The Vale Couneil has said a 
blanket ban on sports pitches will 
not be included in a proposed pub¬ 
lic spaces protection order (PSPO) 
aimed at stopping anti-social dog 
walkers. 

Dog walkers would face fines 
of £100 if they do not pick up 
their pets’ faeces at sports pitches 
or other public spaces and there 
would also be seasonal bans on 
some beaches. 

The sports pitch ban was 
dropped following public opposi¬ 
tion as a petition signed by 1,522 
people opposed the move, but a 
consultation answered by 1,763 
people found 57 per cent sup¬ 
ported the banning of dogs from 
marked sports pitches. 

Cllr Kevin Mahoney told 
the council’s Environment and 
Regeneration Scrutiny Committee 
on April 4 that a blanket ban of 
dogs from sports pitches was the 
authority’s “one chance” to deal 
with the issue of fouling on sports 
pitches. 

He said the “sheer arrogance 
of people to think they should 
demand that their dogs can go 
on sports pitches” is “absolutely 
disgraceful”. 

He added: “I’ve heard people 
whining they’ve got nowhere to 
walk their dog, but that’s strange, 
because I’m a dog owner and 


I don’t have any problem with 
that. It’s impossible to clear the 
complete amount of faeces left by 
even those so-called responsible 
dog owners. 

“This authority has admitted 
year after year it’s physically inca¬ 
pable of policing dog fouling. The 
one chance you have of keeping 
faeces off sports pitches is having 
a blanket ban so that if any dog 
is on there, the owner can be 
prosecuted. 

“Who are these members of the 
public that have been so indignant 
and insistent their dogs should be 
allowed to do this? And who on 
earth are the Vale cabinet to agree 
with them and back down in this 
way?” 

“The cabinet are caving to a 
bunch of indignant dog owners 
who, quite frankly, if they can’t 
find anywhere to walk their dog as 
I do, shouldn’t own a dog.” 

Seasonal bans of dogs from 
Penarth seafront and The Knap 
beach are also set to be removed 
but dog bans will still apply on a 
seasonal basis at Whitmore Bay, 
Dunraven Bay and Cwm Colhuw. 

Dogs would still be banned 
from all children’s play areas, 
ecological conservation areas 
and bowling greens in the Vale, 
and they would be required to 
be on leads all year round on the 
promenade at Whitmore Bay and 
Penarth seafront and pier. 

RSPCA Cymru opposed the 
sports pitch ban, but agreed it 
should be an offence for dog own¬ 
ers not to clean up after their pets. 

Council leader John Thomas 
has previously said the council has 


taken people’s views into account 
and has achieved a “balanced 
position”. 

Cllr Lis Burnett told the com¬ 
mittee that dog owners had felt 
victimised by the proposals. 

She said: “It was so painful 
for many members of the public 
who felt they were earmarked for 
derision as dog owners or dog 
walkers. We need to learn from 
this exercise and understand that 
consultation is not engagement.” 

Cllr Steffan William asked if 
sports pitches could be “fenced 
off’ to prevent dogs walking on 
them, but the council’s operational 
manager Colin Smith said this 
“could be quite costly” for the 
council. 

Mr Smith said: “We know 
the majority of dog owners are 
responsible and we don’t want to 
limit them from the green spaces 
the Vale has to offer.” 

There were also calls for more 
dog waste bins throughout the 
Vale at the meeting. 

Councillors heard there have 
been just six prosecutions for dog 
fouling in the Vale in the past 
year. 

Cardiff council’s PSPO against 
dog fouling has dog owners fined 
£100 if they are found without 
bags or the means of picking up 
after their pets. 

Mr Smith said: “The legal team 
were concerned it wouldn’t be 
lawful. In the law, it doesn’t state 
what you have to use to pick up 
the dog fouling.”

Conference brings 
physicians of Indian

Recognising this in 
the wake of the case of 
Dr Hadiza Bawa-Garba, 
the GMC had commis¬ 
sioned research from 
Roger Kline, a research

fellow at the Middlesex 
University, the results of 
which are due to come 
out in autumn 2019. 

Dr Kline has earlier 
said that white managers 
have difficulty in having 
an informal conversation 
with BAME doctors in 
the same way in which 
they will have with a 
white doctor, which 
could partially explain 
the early escalation to a 
disciplinary process. 

The expert panel fur¬ 
ther discussed this issue 
and agreed that middle 
ranking managers need 
to be trained and sen¬ 
sitised in their dealings 
with BAME staff.

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Vale families say that new M4-A48 link 
road plans have ^left them in limbo’ 


FAMILIES left in limbo by plans to 
build a major new road fear more than 
a decade of uncertainty as the council is 
not telling them what the plans mean for 
their homes. 

Campaigners say nine families would be forced 
to leave their homes if plans for a new link road 
between the M4 and A48 around the village of 
Pendoylan go ahead. 

Many of the families potentially affected by the 
plans have lived there for decades and thought they 
had found their forever homes in the picturesque Ely 
Valley in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

But now they are facing daily anxiety and stress 
over the future of their homes - because since the 
council announced the plan more than a year ago it 
has not told the residents whether it would compul¬ 
sorily purchase their homes to make way for the road 
or give them any compensation. 

Residents say that it has meant they are unable 
to sell and move on even if they wanted to as the 
uncertainty is frightening buyers away. 


Residents and campaigners are also questioning 
whether the road - which the council says will link 
the M4 with Cardiff Airport - is really needed and 
claim it would “destroy” the area if it was built. 

Concerns have been raised about pollution from 
the proposed road, which would would pass near to 
Pendoylan Primary School, and whether the council 
has seriously considered options to improve the 
area’s infrastructure which don’t involve building 
a new road. 

The Vale Council says it’s in the early stages of 
the project and no decision to build the road has been 
agreed, and there will be further opportunities for 
residents to air their views. 

A nk e Weber and Simon Reid moved to their 
home in Trehedyn Lane nine years ago. 

Anke said: “It’s very frustrating. It feels very 
worrying because you don’t know what the future 
is going to hold. 

“We feel our property is gradually deteriorating 
because we’re not doing anything to it. All the 
enthusiasm is being sucked out of us.

“It goes through phases. When I first heard I was 
really anxious, couldn’t sleep, I was upset. Then you 
go through a phase where you deny it’s going to 
happen. Recently it’s flared up again. 

“I think this road shouldn’t happen at all. We 
would much rather stay here. I don’t feel we need 
another road.” 

The Vale Council announced last week it favours 
a road stretching to the west of Pendoylan, linking 
junction 34 of the M4 with the A48 south of 
Sycamore Cross. 

The council is also expected to press the case for a 
new railway station and a park and ride near junction 
34 which would link to Cardiff Airport. 

In total the airport had almost 1.5m customers in 
2017/18. 

The council will carry out further studies on the 
proposal before progressing to a full business case. 

Jon and Miranda Williams have lived in their 
home in Pendoylan for 20 years - but if the road is 
built it would come within 20m of their house. They 
say they’ve also not been told whether the council 
will buy their house. 

Jon said: “We have already been told we can’t sell 
our house. We don’t want to move but this takes the 
choice away from you. 

“The idea was this was going to be our forever 
home and then our son gets it. Now that can’t 
happen.” 

Miranda added: “We don’t understand why a road 
is necessary. I think the public transport needs to be 
improved - they should be discouraging more cars. 

“It really feels like home. To move for this reason 
- it’s just not needed.” 

Dorothy Samuel’s husband has Alzheimer’s 


disease - and she doesn’t know if she’ll be able to 
sell their home of 10 years in Clawdd Coch if she 
needs to pay for his care. 

She said: “They should scrap the road altogether. 
It would just move the traffic from the motorway 
onto the A48. 

“It’s destroying our village.” 

A council report says the road would offer “poten¬ 
tially substantial benefits in terms of connectivity” to 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

Paul Waite, who lives in Bryn Bedw, added: 
“For my wife and I, this is our first home together. 
Recently newlywed, we have saved hard to buy our 
dream home and it’s devastating that this unneces¬ 
sary proposal could put our future in limbo for the 
next five to 10 years.” 

Campaigners are also concerned a review group 
to consider the road plans has had no representation 
from either environment or conservation bodies. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: “A WelTAG 
stage two transport study is currently being under¬ 
taken for the M4 junction 34 to A48 transport 
project. As such no decision to build a new road has 
been made, neither has a detailed road alignment 
been agreed. Currently we are very much in the early 
investigative stages of this project. 

“There will be formal statutory processes that will 
need to be followed if the project progresses beyond 
this stage two study. These will again enable the 
views of interested parties and any other relevant 
factors to be considered before a final decision about 
whether a road is built is made.”

Share The Load project to improve 
mental health in rural comm u nity 



“ONE in four 
people will suffer a 
mental health issue 
in their lifetime, 
with agriculture 
carrying one of the 
highest rates of 
suicide.” 

These were the 
sobering statistics from 
Emma Picton-Jones, 
founder of The DPI 
Foundation, when she 
spoke to NFU Cymru 
staff. 

The NFU Cymru 
team listened avidly as 
Emma, who recently 
delivered a full day’s 
mental health training 
to the team, gave an 
emotional account of 
the reason she set up the 
charity in July 2016 and 
explained all the great 
work the foundation 
had achieved in recent 
years. 

The DPJ Foundation 
aims to support people 
in rural communities 
affected by mental 
health issues, especially 
men in the agricultural 
sector, and aims to 
break down the stigma 
that surrounds mental 
health. 

NFU Cymru Head 
of Operations, Kevin 
Owen, said: “Farming 
can be an isolated 
profession, it’s hugely 
traditional and often 
carries a resistance 


towards seeking help. 
Farmers are at the 
mercy of the elements 
and many factors are 
out of their control. All 
these issues combined 
can contribute to 
depression and anxiety, 
and if not dealt with, 
can slowly spiral out of 
control. 

“With this in mind, 
we organised mental 
health awareness train¬ 
ing as we believe now 
more than ever we must 
all be talking about 
mental health and the 
many ways that people 
can seek help - this was 
the first in a series of 
training sessions to be 


rolled out across our 
network in Wales.” 

NFU Cymru’s mes¬ 
sage to all is to look out 
for your family, friends 
and neighbours and if 
you notice a change 
in their personality 
or appearance, talk to 
them. Starting up a con¬ 
versation and listening 
to their problems is the 
best way to understand 
their issues and further 
assess what support they 


may wish to access. 
Farming is one big 
community - we must 
all take responsibility 
in looking out for those 
in need. 

The DPJ Foundation 
has a campaign, 
#ShareTheLoad, which 
aims to raise awareness 
of their talking thera¬ 
pies and counselling 
service. This ties in 
to NFU Mutual’s 
#MindY ourHead 


campaign, which aims 
to raise awareness of 
mental health issues 
within the farming 
community and to get 
people talking.

F irstly, 

I want to 
congratulate 
everyone at Barry 
Town United for 
qualifying for the 
Europa League 
and express how 
proud we all are of 
their achievements 
this season. Gavin 
Chesterfield and 
his team have done 
an excellent job 
and I wish them 
every success going 
forward. 

On the key issues 
impacting the Vale, last 
week the Environment 
and Regeneration 
Scrutiny Committee 
discussed the proposal 
to introduce parking 
charges. I sent com¬ 
ments to the committee, 
strongly setting out my 
opposition to charges. 
We have learned that 
the charges would 
do little in terms of 
bringing in revenue 
for the local authority 
but would present a 
major challenge to local 
traders. 

Businesses in 
Cowbridge, Llantwit 
Major and Barry, 
particularly on Barry 
Island, have worked 
hard with the local 
authority to build a 
destination for visitors, 
which attracts people 
and creates jobs. Barry 
Island recently featured 
in the Department for 
International Trade’s 
prospectus for invest¬ 
ment opportunities at a 
global summit. We need 
to continue to embrace 
opportunities and resist 
throwing up barriers 
to investment and 
progress. 

I’m pleased that 
councillors at the scru¬ 
tiny meeting listened to

our concerns and rec¬ 
ommended changes to 
the proposals. However, 
readers should note that 
this is only one step in 
the process and the fight 
against parking charges 
isn’t over yet. 

Another matter 
causing deep concerns 
to teachers, parents and 
governors as we enter 
the new financial year 
is the underfunding of 
local schools and the 
consequences this has 
on school budgets. 

I have serious 
concerns about the 
current state of school 
funding in the Vale by 
the Welsh Government, 
which puts the Vale 
at the bottom of the 
funding table. That’s 
why I have written to 
Jane Hutt AM to ask 
that she works with me 
and others on a cross¬ 
party approach to tackle 
this issue. 

The Welsh 

Government’s funding 
formula works against 
the Vale, compared with 
other local authorities 
in Wales. The data sets 
that are being used are 
20 years old, again 
prejudicing against the 
Vale. 

I have tried once 


before to organise a 
cross-party campaign to 
the Welsh Government 
seeking a change. 
Unfortunately, the 
response from other 
political parties at that 
time was disappointing, 
to say the least, and the 
Welsh Government’s 
reply was that to change 
the formula, all 22 
local authorities would 
have to agree. Clearly, 
this is highly unlikely 
to happen when some 
would become worse 
off - even if more 
equitable. 

The Welsh 

Government also said 
that they were merely 
passing on Westminster 
cuts to schools. This is 
wholly wrong. Within 
the first six months of 
becoming the Secretary 
of State for Wales, 

I negotiated a new 
funding formula with 
the Treasury and with 
the Welsh Government. 
Wales now receives 
£120 for every £100 
spent in England. Mark 
Drakeford, the then 
Finance Minister agreed 
at the time that it was a 
fair settlement. 

In the meantime, this 
remains an issue and 
presents a significant 
challenge to local 
schools. I will again 
try to organise a cross 
party campaign to seek 
changes and I am hope¬ 
ful that we can achieve 
a positive outcome for 
pupils in the Vale. 

Finally, at the end of 
this month. I’m running 
my eighth London 
Marathon to raise 
funds for Dementia 
Revolution and Guide 
Dogs Cymru. Although 
recent events have 
meant that I haven’t 
quite managed to keep 
training on track, the 
thought of supporting 
these charities and the 
incredible work that 
they do will no doubt 
get me over the line. 

I’ve been working 
with both of these 
incredibly important 
charities recently and 
I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to playing a role 
supporting them.

Shazam is assured, but doesn’t 
quite have the magic touch... 


T he dceu 

is starting to 
lighten up. 

While Wonder 
Woman was a step into a 
brighter future, critically 
and commercially, 
AquamaWs sense of fun 
and scale (and a box 
office take of over $1 
billion) means that the 
universe seems to be 
embracing brevity over 
brutality. 

The latest DC film is 
Shazam, which tells the 
story of Billy Batson 
(Asher Angel), a foster 
child who moves into a 
group foster home and 
immediately draws the 
attentions of Freddie 
Freeman (Jack Dylan 
Grazer). 

When Billy is magi¬ 
cally transported from 
a train carriage to the 
sanctum of The Wizard 
(Djimon Hounsou), he 
is bequeathed powers 
he can access via the 
use of a single word - 
‘Shazam’ - which turns 
him into Zachary Levi’s 
hero with super-strength 
and the ability to fly, 
among other things.

Eager to use his skills 
for good, Billy soon 
finds himself tested 
when the dangerous Dr 
Thaddeus Sivana (Mark 
Strong) decides he 
wants Billy’s powers for 
himself - and will stop 
at nothing to get them... 

Conscious or not, the 
arrival of Shazam is a 
definite upturn in terms 
of bringing a sense 
of fun to the DCEU 
(there’s no way you can 
imagine this character, 
especially as portrayed 
here, showing up in 
Zack Snyder’s Batman 
vs Superman for exam¬ 
ple). But those hoping 
for a Wonder Woman or 
Aquaman-esque upturn 
in quality will be a little 
disappointed, as while 
Shazam is certainly no 
disaster, neither is it a 
film that resonates. 

Much of the problem 
lies in the dreaded 
‘origin story’; never an 
easy place to start for 
a filmmaker, and espe¬ 
cially when the universe 
coming to life here is so 
rich, it struggles often 
under the weight of 
its own narrative, and 
then, when established, 
doesn’t offer anything 
particularly original. 

While it doesn’t quite 
play ‘join the dots’, 
it does use well-worn

tropes and uses them 
without undercutting 
them. 

But its most obvious 
touchstone lies not in the 
world of superheroes, 
but in the world of Tom 
Hanks 1980s comedies 
- while comparisons to 
Big are fairly obvious 
(and, in one scene, riffed 
on smartly) there is a 
strong sense of that film 
being channelled here, 
which helps to lend it an 
airy, lighthearted tone in 
the main. 

The casting is pretty 
spot-on: Asher Angel 
as the damaged Billy is 
smart yet emotionally 
vulnerable, while Jack 


Dylan Grazer as the 
superhero-obsessed 
Freddie (cue plenty 
of subtle references to 
DC films of the past) 
is smart-mouthed and 
immensely likeable. 

It hangs on the 
performance of Zachary 
Levi, however, whose 
man-child in a cape is 
wonderfully realised. 
Levi has smart comic 
timing and convinces 
that, while he has the 
body of an Olympian, 
he has the mindset of a 
teenager. 

The performances 
around them are all 
likeable enough, but 
Mark Strong’s villainous 
Sivana doesn’t really 
connect. The story at 
least tries to give him a 
backstory that funnels 
his modern-day moti¬ 
vations but, along with 
his CGI sidekicks, not 
even an actor as skilled 
in onscreen villainy as 
Strong (his second DC 
villain after playing 
Sinestro in 2011’s 
unconnected Green 
Lantern) can convince. 

Having built his 
reputation in the horror 
genre, David F Sandberg 
may seem like an out-of- 
the-box choice to helm 
a lighthearted superhero 
film, but he shows a 
steady and assured hand. 


There are moments 
where his horror past 
comes out to play (a 
boardroom sequence 
is chilling, even with 
a 12A rating), but he 
seems to relish playing 
in this world and does a 
decent, if unspectacular, 
job. 

What it lacks is that 
extra bit of excitement: 
that magic dust that 
makes the ordinary 
extraordinary; the char¬ 
acter of Shazam is one 
that is extremely inter¬ 
esting, and, should they 
make further films, there 
is plenty of potential 
there - however, for his 
debut outing, he’s just a 
little too ordinary. 

VERDICT: Another 
DC hero makes his big- 
screen bow, and while 
lacking the elegant poise 
of Wonder Woman or 
the underwater craziness 
of Aquaman, Shazam 
offers a steady and 
assured debut. David 
F Sandberg’s direction 
ticks the boxes and the 
cast are all superb com¬ 
pany, but it lacks that 
magic touch to lift it to 
another level. Enjoyable.

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Family stage music 
festival to remember 
‘incredible’ Ben 


THE family and 
friends of Ben 
McDonald, who 
died at the finish 
line of the 2018 
Cardiff Half 
Marathon, have 
organised a festival 
style event called 
‘The BenJam’ on 
May 2 at theDepot, 
Dumballs Road, 
Cardiff. 

The event will include 
live music, food and 
stalls with the aim of 
bringing people together, 
celebrating his life and 
raising awareness and 
vital funds for the charity 
Welsh Hearts/Calonnau 
Cymru. 

Ben’s family said: 
“On October 7, 2018 our 
world was completely 
turned upside down when 
Ben McDonald died 
at the finish line of the 
Cardiff Half Marathon. 
He was 25 years old, 
fit and healthy, and his 
death has left our family 
shattered. If you didn’t 
know Ben then you need 
to know he was amazing! 

“He was funny, 
generous, caring, effort¬ 
lessly cool, adventurous 
and always smiling, an 
incredible son, brother, 
uncle, grandson, and 
friend. If you didn’t have 
the chance to meet him 
then you missed out on 
someone really special. 

“Ben was always 
great at pulling people 
together, organising 
social events, hosting 
barbecues or pizza nights 
at our family home, 
gorge walking, or off 
on impromptu camping 
trips. 

“He made good solid 
friends wherever he 
went. So in honour of 



him, and because of who 
he was, we want to keep 
that connection with 
people going. We are 
going to celebrate Ben’s 
birthday in the way that 
he would: surrounded 
by people and trying to 
focus on the positive. 

“We have chosen 
to support the work of 
Welsh Hearts, and all 
proceeds will be going to 
them. We chose Welsh 
Hearts because we 
believe in the work that 
they are doing to install 
defibrillators across 
Wales and to offer heart 
screening. 

“Ben was also so 
proud to be Welsh! We 
don’t know if screening 
would have helped Ben, 
and unfortunately on 
the day, the defibrillator 
wasn’t able to save his 
life, but at least we know 
that he was given that 
chance. We believe that 
everyone should be given 
the same chance if they 
find themselves, or a 
loved one in a similar 
situation.” 

Since 2013 Welsh 
Hearts has played a 


leading role in improving 
heart health in Wales. 
This is vitally important 
work, since one third of 
all deaths in the country 
are as the result of cardi¬ 
ovascular disease. 

To date they have 
supplied over 1,500 
defibrillators, trained 
over 52,000 people in 
defibrillator and CPR 
training and screened 
over 2,500 young hearts 
for abnormalities. 

The charity’s heart 
screening initiative, 
which has been backed 
by former Wales Rugby 
captain Sam Warburton, 
involves a test which 
helps detect previously 
undiagnosed heart condi¬ 
tions in 10-45 year olds. 

The McDonald family 
recently attended the 
delivery of a petition to 
the Senedd with Welsh 
Hearts charity director 
Sharon Owen, request¬ 
ing that heart screening 
become mandatory for 
all 10-35 year olds. 

“It’s our mission to 
continue to provide 
defibrillators throughout 
Wales, to continue to 


grow the army of indi¬ 
viduals who are fully 
trained in CPR and defi¬ 
brillator use, and to lead 
the campaign for better 
awareness of cardiovas¬ 
cular health in Wales. 

“We’re so grateful 
to Ben’s family for 
choosing to support us 
during what has been an 
incredibly difficult time 
for them. It’s been an 
honour to get to know 
the people closest to Ben, 
and their resilience has 
been inspiring.” 

Confirmed acts for 
The BenJam include 
Dyme, Jellis and Jacob 
Sparkes with more to be 
announced. There will 
also be a raffle, with 
some incredible prizes 
including CIWW vouch¬ 
ers, Glamorgan T20 
tickets, food and drinks 
vouchers for a selection 
of bars and restaurants 
across Cardiff, quad bik¬ 
ing vouchers and more. 

A Welsh rugby shirt, 
signed by the team the 
day after they won the 
Grand Slam this year will 
also be auctioned off for 
the charity, along with 
a rugby ball signed by 
Welsh Hearts ambassa¬ 
dor and former Wales 
Rugby captain Sam 
Warburton. 

The event is open to 
everyone of all ages.

IT was a bright, 
warm sunny 

morning when 14 
Valeways walkers 
joined John at the 
Sportsman’s Rest in 
Peterston-super-Ely 
for a morning walk. 
Instead of going 
north across the 
railway, the group 
opted to go south 
towards Kingsland. 

Leaving the village, 
they crossed the river Ely 
using the bridge built in 
1869 by Thomas Miller, 
whose name is inscribed 
in a plaque on the bridge. 
They headed uphill, pass¬ 
ing Croes-y-Parc Baptist 
Chapel, built in 1843 to 
seat 500 worshippers 
and the site of the grave 
of Dafydd Williams, a 
noted hymn writer. 

They walked as far as 
the entrance to Kingsland 
where they left the road, 
crossed Kingsland’s 
drive and continued 
uphill over field before 
arriving at St Nicholas. A 
path alongside the school 
playing field led them to 
a road and turning right, 
they walked behind 
the newly-thatched 
Blacksmith’s cottages 
and crossed the A48. 

Crossing fields with 
views ahead and behind 
them, they arrived at 
Tinkinswood Burial 
Chamber. Believed to 
be around 6,000 years 
old, the communal burial 
chamber is one of two 
in the area, and when 


excavated in 1914, the 
remains of 50 bodies 
were found. 

Crossing Dyffryn 
Lane, they walked 
towards the Downs and 
then back over the A48 
to cross the peaceful 
Natural Burial Ground 
into Haelfaes and a small 
valley, stopping for 
a while to watch twin 
lambs being bom. 

They joined the track 
from St Nicholas to 
Homri and then headed 
downhill over fields to 
reach the Wyndham Park 
estate, built in the early 
1900s and part of the pro¬ 
posed Glyn Cory Garden 
Village development, 
influenced by the ideas 
of Ebenezer Howard to a 
plan devised by Thomas 
Adams in consultation 
with the garden designer, 
TH Mawson. 

The group crossed 
the river by the modem 
footbridge to arrive 
back at the start where 
a warm welcome was 
waiting in the pub. Many 
thanks to the staff at the 
Sportsman’s Rest for 
their hospitality and the 
use of the car park.

Farmers’ union 
says that meat 
production 
statistics do not 
apply to Wales 


RECENT reports 
highlighting the 
large quantities of 
water needed to pro¬ 
duce meat and dairy 
products are well 
wide of the mark 
in Wales, where it’s 
mainly rain water 
which irrigates the 
lush pastures, a 
spokesman for the 
Farmers’ Union of 
Wales (FUW) has 
said. 

Such reports are based 
on global figures which 
group together the exten¬ 
sively-reared cattle and 
sheep of Wales with the 
intensive farms of the 
US. 

“Here the majority of 
stock benefit from green 
water, the worldwide 
definition of the rainfall 
that is used at the place 
where it falls,” said 
Charlotte Priddy, FUW 
policy officer.” 

Although no studies 
currently focus on Wales, 
one looking at beef and 
lamb water footprints 
in England showed 84 
per cent and 97 per cent 


respectively as ‘green’. 

Charlotte added: “It is 
so important to consider 
water use in context. In 
a temperate, wet climate 
such as Wales, grassland 
water requirements are 
adequately met by this 
green water from rainfall. 
Even when grey water is 
considered, more than 80 
per cent of water con¬ 
sumption for beef and 
lamb production in the 
UK is rainfall. 

“Meanwhile British 
supermarkets are selling 
thousands of to nn es of 
avocados from Chile, 
where villagers claim 
water is being diverted 
from illegal pipes to irri¬ 
gate their crops, causing 
wells to dry up. It takes 
74 gallons of water to 
produce one pound of 
avocados, cehumboldt. 
ucanr.edu/?blogtag=avo- 
cado&blogasset=23438. 

“By eating local, sea¬ 
sonal produce wherever 
possible, following the 
full story of the foods 
you eat, you can have 
peace of mind about 
water use and also reduce 
carbon emissions,” she 
added.

The town counts itself fortunate to be a place where 
new, independent retailers want to do business, 
and fresh faces have arrived in the last 12 months - 
always a good sign. 

Cowbridge still boasts a wide range of shops 
where you can browse to your heart’s content, and 
it still has plenty of places - cafes, pubs, restaurants 
and bars - where you can take a break or enjoy a 
great meal. 

One valuable piece of advice in Cowbridge is 
to investigate any alleyway or side road you come 
across - you never know what might be just around 
the comer.

Has the GEM been 
biased over Brexit? 


W E noted and appre¬ 
ciated Mr Cairns’ 
thanks regarding 
the politeness and respectful 
behaviour of the audience 
at his public meeting at the 
Duke of Wellington pub last 
week (GEM letters, April 4). 

However we are disappointed that 
he continues to ignore those of us who 
avidly wish to remain in the EU, par¬ 
ticularly as we make up the majority 
of the electorate in the Vale - more 
than half in fact, according to the 
2016 referendum result. 

It is clear from his letter that Mr 
Cairns is afraid of the pro-Brexit 
lobby and is thus voting accordingly 
(or not at all). Mr Cairns should 
represent ALL of his constituents, not 
just those who voted to leave. 

He would be well advised not to 
ignore his remain-supporting constit¬ 
uents - over 8,000 people in the Vale 
(11 per cent of the electorate) have 
already signed the six million signa¬ 
ture petition to revoke Article 50 and 
remain in the EU. Mr Cairns will no 
doubt be aware of this and should take 
serious note that this figure represents 
many thousands more votes than his 
current majority (2,190). 

Vale of Glamorgan for Europe is 
a polite voice for remain, but we are 
also a very powerful voice, an active 
part of a large and influential network 
across both Wales and the UK. It 
is abundantly clear, as we have 
demonstrated numerous times in our 
surveys across the Vale, that more and 
more people now want Brexit to just 
go away, be stopped and not be con¬ 
stantly discussed in the media all the 
time. The best way for this to happen 
is for the whole process to be halted 
and for the UK to remain in the EU. 

As Jacob Rees-Mogg helpfully 
pointed out only last Friday morning, 
the UK is a powerful force in Europe 
and clearly should remain so. The 
best deal for Wales (and the UK as a 
whole) is not May’s deal or a Corbyn- 
May deal, but the one we already 
have with the EU. Mr Cairns would 
do well to remember that and should 
be in no doubt that his voting record 
on Brexit thus far has already greatly 
endangered his chances of re-election 
in the Vale. 

We also note that although The 
GEM has claimed to be non-partisan 
and as a result refused to publish 
articles sent to the paper regarding 
the activities of Vale for Europe, they 
have been perfectly happy to publish 
Mr Cairns’ pro-Brexit views both in 
his letter and the corresponding article 
on page 4 of last week’s edition with¬ 
out once mentioning the very active 
pro-remain side of the Vale. 

This is not in any way non-partisan 
and shows The GEM does not 


actually respect the neutral editorial 
stance the paper claims to have. We 
sincerely hope that in the interest 
of full disclosure, that this week 
you will publish our letter in full as 
an alternative view to those of Mr 
Cairns. It is also incumbent on our 
local newspaper to inform its readers 
that a very large, active and respected 
pro-remain group exists in the Vale.

GEM response: 

The GEM totally rejects the two 
claims in this letter. The very short 
account of the meeting in Cowbridge 
simply recorded that it took place, 
and that the atmosphere had been 
civilised, and that Mr Cairns repeated 
his position that he had voted remain 
but accepted the decision to leave. 

In terms of Brexit coverage in 
general. The GEM took the view 
some time ago that readers were in 
danger of being swamped by Brexit 
rhetoric. Almost every daily national 
newspaper devotes between three and 
six pages a day to the subject, so the 
idea that The GEM could offer some 
sort of weekly round-up, for instance, 
was never a practical proposition. 

Remember also that The GEM 
is a small, local newspaper, and a 
comprehensive coverage of Brexit 
requires a political correspondent, 
a business correspondent, an eco¬ 
nomics correspondent, and a foreign 
correspondent. 

Why does a newspaper need all 
those experts? Simply to put in 
context the various claims made by 
both sides that have contributed to a 
heated, potentially overwhelming and 
frequently toxic debate. 

Has The GEM handled this 
correctly? To be frank, we are not 
sure. We would welcome the views of 
ordinary readers on this matter. 

The GEM also asked Alun Cairns 
MP to respond. 

He said: “I fully appreciate the 
strong feeling on both sides of the 
Brexit debate and I have taken into 
consideration the wide-ranging 
concerns at my public meetings on 
Brexit, which I have held across the 
Vale of Glamorgan. I am also holding 
another such meeting on Saturday in 
Barry. 

“The local authority area, which 
includes Penarth, voted to Remain 
by 50.73 per cent. The House of 
Commons Library’s independent 
research shows that the Vale of 
Glamorgan Parliamentary constitu¬ 
ency (which does not include Penarth) 
voted to Leave by 52.6 per cent. My 
personal vote at the 2016 Referendum 
was to Remain but I am committed 
to honouring the outcome of the 
referendum.”

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Does the Vale 
get its fair share 
of funding 
for education? 


A Penarth primary school 
head teacher has said he is 
concerned about how he can 
deliver Wales’ new curriculum 
because of the squeeze in fund¬ 
ing from Welsh Government. 

Mr Steve Rees of Evenlode Primary 
Sehool said things had got more 
diffieult over the last four or five 
years, that he’d lost 11 staff in three 
years and that he was eoneemed as to 
whether the Vale was getting its fair 
share of funding. The sehool hires out 
its hall to make money and Mr Rees 
has sometimes eleaned the toilets and 
hoovered floors to prepare faeilities 
for users. 

The Leader of the Vale Couneil, 
Cllr John Thomas said the Vale had 
some of the best schools and teaching 
staff in Wales but their work was 
being undermined by a “flawed fund¬ 
ing system”. 

He said: “The Welsh Government 
claims that the Vale funds its schools 
at a lower level than any other local 
authority in Wales. There is a failure 
to acknowledge that we receive the 
lowest level of funding for education 
from Welsh Government in the first 
instance, as a result of a flawed for¬ 
mula designed by Welsh Government. 

While it may have once been 
effective, this formula has not been 
reviewed for 18 years and relies on 
data gathered in the 1991 census. 

“It simply beggars belief that the 
funding of possibly the most important 
area of our work is determined by 
data that is almost 30 years old. Both 
Cllr Penrose, my cabinet member for 
learning and culture, and myself have 
raised concerns about this directly 


with Welsh Government on numerous 
occasions. 

“The responses I have received 
have given me absolutely no confi¬ 
dence in the methodology used to 
distribute education funding across 
Wales. Perhaps more worryingly, they 
have also shown a complete unwill¬ 
ingness to reconsider their approach 
or to address any of the clear flaws that 
have been raised, preferring instead to 
bat this issue back to local authorities 
to resolve.” 

A Welsh Government spokesperson 
said: “School funding is the responsi¬ 
bility of local authorities and we note 
that the Vale of Glamorgan spends the 
least per pupil in the whole of Wales. 

“Every local authority must have a 
school budget forum - as set out in law 
- where schools have the opportunity 
to influence the funding decisions their 
authorities make. Local authorities 
must also consult their schools budget 
forums and all schools in their area 
when setting a funding formula. 

“We recognise that to continue 
to raise standards, our schools and 
teachers need additional support. That 
is why we recently announced the 
single biggest investment for teachers 
since devolution - a £24m package of 
professional learning to support the 
new curriculum, giving schools the 
time and resources they need.” 

The spokesman added: “It is impor¬ 
tant to note that Welsh Government 
has presented local authorities, includ¬ 
ing the Vale of Glamorgan, with 
proposals to update the 1991 census 
related element of the current funding 
formula for local government, how- 
ever this proposal was not pursued.”

Vets takes a 
step closer to

Rugby league

SWANSEA Vets 
welcomed a Barry 
55s squad to sunny 
Llandarcy, for this 
Wales Veterans 
over-55s league 
encounter and a 
fine 3-0 win for the 
visitors moves them 
closer to title. 

The home side started 
with high hopes of a 
result reversal from 
November (when Barry 
enjoyed a 4-1 win) and 
opted for an adventurous 
five across the middle 
in an effort to negate 
Barry’s passing game. 

The tactic failed how¬ 
ever, as Swansea’s Jones, 
Clarke and Harris failed

“Scott’s Angels” was 
created to raise money 
for the family of former 
Torfaen Tigers rugby

In the 
early hours of August 13, 
2017, Scott was found 
unconscious with multi¬ 
ple fractures to his skull, 
a fractured neck, broken 
ribs and a fractured 
pelvis. 

No witnesses have 
come forward to any 
attack and the police have 
found nothing. Scott, a 
father of two, is alive but 
is in a vegetative state. 
His family and friends 
continue to fundraise to 
give him some quality 
of life. 

“The Danny Jones 
Defibrillator Fund” raises 
money to purchase defi¬ 
brillators for community 
rugby league clubs and 
junior teams across the 
country. 

These defibrillators 
cost around £1,000 each 
and provide potentially 
life-saving treatment 
to anyone suffering a 
cardiac arrest. The char¬ 
ity is named after the 
Halifax-born Wales RL 
international who died on 
the field whilst playing 
for Keighley Cougars on 
May 3, 2015 affer suffer¬ 
ing a cardiac arrest that 
was caused by a previous 
undetected, hereditary, 
heart disease.

Bowls club to 
hold open day 
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Cowbridge RFC grab valuable bonus 
point win in the race for promotion 


LAST Saturday, Cowbridge 
travelled to Rhondda Each to 
take on Tylorstown in a return 
fixture, with Tylorstown nar¬ 
rowly losing the week before by 
just two points. They had good 
reason to be confident. 

Before the match there was a minute’s 
silent in memory of Don Jones who 
played for Tylorstown in the 1960s. 

The game started with a kick that went 
deep into the Cowbridge 22 where the 
the ball was not secured, but from the 
resulting scrum, Cowbridge managed to 
get the ball away and relieve the pressure. 

It took a great tackle by centre Sam 
Stephens to bring down their No 13 in 
what looked to be a promising Tylorstown 
attack.

With minutes to go to half-time, a 
deep kick from Tougher from full back 
was run back by the Tylorstown No 14, 
but a heavy tackle by flanker Tom Evans 
dislodged the ball from his hands and 
Bennett, who moments earlier had been 
on the floor with an injury, picked up and 
ran in to score on the left hand side of the 
field.

Early into the second half, drives by 
Gibbon and then Dan Holder and Sam 
Stephens resulted in Hywel moving play 
to the left where a mis-match saw brother 
Rhydian skip past Tylorstown’s prop and 
go over in the left hand comer.
